quently, Baffle and Worm us out of our Trade in all thoſe Parts. 
And, as the taking one from among chem to be: our King, who 
had no rightful Title co be ſo; and his having been their, and ſill 
being no more than an honourable # Servant and dignifi'd Minilter 
of that Repuvlick ; givesa Speciouſhels ro what they lay and alle idg 
of chis kind, among illiterate and: credulous People : So, his having 
made a Deſcent into this Kingdom wich a war-like Fleet and milr 
tary Land 2ower of their Preparation and Supply ; and having 
ſince his Ele&ion to the Thrones ot cheſe Kingdoms,afſlumed the con- 
tidence to Publiſh by his Mercenary Scriblers, . as well as to aſſert 
by feverall others of his -Sychophane Penfioners , that his Title 
over us is founded and Eſtabliſhed in Conqueſt; and That he 
hath a Right to rule” over us, as ſo many ſubdued Vaſlals, 
gives a kind of moral Certainty ro Language of that Nature ; 
where the Mzthods, Arts and Tricks of his coming to the Im- 
perial- Crown of theſe Kingdoms are not known and underſtood. 
For tho under the - influence and Condutt of Madnefs, Dif. 
tration and Folly, We have Invited and Advanced a Dutch Prince 
to be our King. Antecedently to our waiting the Time he migiit 
poſlibly. in Rigirt have come-to have been ſo: Yer, ic deſerves our ' 
warmeſt and moſt angry Reſentments, to hear that the Hollanders 
boaft and glory in their having Ifnpoſed fuch a one upon us. - Nor 
can we Vindicate our: Selves from the Diſgrace and Reproach, 
until We have both Renounced Him. and ſeverely Chaſtiſed 
Them, for the Infolency of pretending to have done it. Bat alas ! 
Should we Overlook this Allegation, which preceedech merely from 
Booriſh Pride : And their beipg. bred in Moſes and Quagmires, 
there are many other Advantages accruing unto them, | by che Eſta- 
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bliſhment of the Prince of Orange upon the Engliſh Throne, that 
both Heartned them into, and Aﬀorded them proper and natural 
Means of Encroaching upon, Impoveriſhing and Supplanting . us : 
Which they neicher do, nor will ever fail Effeually co Improve, 
according to thoſe reſpeive Tendencies that they lie in to our 
Damage and to their Protit. Whereof the firſt thar I ſhall name is 
this. That Whereas the ſole Power of Ifſuing cut EdiFs and 
Placpats, is intirely Lodged in the States General, without their being 
cither Obliged to Confule their Sradtholder, or his being Veited 
with any Power to Controul them in what chey Publiſh: The only 
Authority of Ordaining and Emitting Declarations and Proclama- 
tions, is placed in this Dutch Prince and Belgick Stadibolder, by vers 
tue of the Right made Inherent in him, on tne Foot of our having 
El:Qed him King. For, as all the Priveledg appertaining to our 
Privy Council is only to Adviſe him but not to Club with him 
in an Authoritative Power; ſo it Appears by too many modern 
Preſidents, that few of thoſe that are Members there, have the 
Integrity and Fortitude to*Contradict him in what he has a Mind 
to Publiſh ; and that his Pleaſure is ſufficient Reaſon with moſt of 
them to Concur, and with others not to be fo rude and unman- 
derly as to Oppoſe him, ' but ſilently to Acquieſce. And ſhould 
forme be ſo Bold, as atiany time co Expreſs their Diſſent ; the moſt 


Part have that Dependance upon him, in reſpec of Penlions, Offi-. 
ces and other gainful Places, that he. is alwaics ſure to-have the. 
Majority of the Board to joyn with him in what he would have: 


done. So that whenſoever the Dutch do emit what Edits they 
pleaſe, in Subſerviency to the Intercſt of their Provmces, Precluſive 
of any Conſideration of thefte Kingdoms, and to rheir ſenſible Pre- 
judice : Our Monarch by his Intereſt in,and Oath and Obligation un- 
to them as their Sradrbolder, muſt nor only Approve as well as. Con. 
nive at what is prejudicial to great. Britain Teland; and the 


Dominions thereunto belonging ; but muſt Concur and: Co-ope-4 


rate in the Execution of: what their High aud AMigiltineſſes have 
thought fit ro Ordain. To which, ihculd I under tis Heac ſub- 
join;how that while the States of the United Netherlands,doRetain fully 
and wholy in themſelyes, the Right of making Peace and War ; The 
Furiſdiftion of Conſt itutmos Miniſters to foreign Princes and States ; the 
Power of Repealing old, and the enatting new Les CC. And this Ex- 
cluſively ot the Prince of Orange's having the lealt Authoritative Can- 


c&nment in-any ot theſe. Matters: At the lame time, this Gentle 
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man hath under the Natioftr and Quality of being our'King ; not only 
ai\Negative upon all Parliamentary Bilb.;; but the ſale; Power of mominazti 
and appomnting Ambaſſadors. awdi Emwodys, 82; :: and the whale Right and 
Furiſdiftion of making Wat ai: Peace: On which,!reſpetive Ditfecor» 
ces of his; Power there and :bere:; ſhould I: infilt-and enlarge;antwera- 
ble tothe Wzight and' Merit of thoſe Particularsz # might be-made 
appear what vait Advantages the. Dypch'bave of and over us upon all 
theſe Accounts; and how they bJac thence furniſhed with.means 
of Ruining, as well-as of Weakaiag and Supplanting gs in at where-- 
in. we. are Intereſted, either: at Home or: Abroad, .- Not chat L 
would: have the forementiehad: Prerogatives;: which by aur Cantti- 
tution and Lavs, ſtand Yeſted in our 2fanarchs, withdrawn and. 
pillaged from the Crown : Seeing-not only without them our Su- 
pream-Rulers would immediatly ceaſe tobs Kings,;, and;be reduced 
to no better Condition than: that, of Doges of Yenize 5 but becauſe 
it is. neceſſary for the good and ſakty ofthe SubjeRs, as well as 
for the Strength and Glory of the Government, that: they ſhould 
remain inſeparably Secled where they are.

Belgick 
Provinces; Nor do I needito Enumerate, much kefs to \Nemon-- 
itrate the many Prejudices and Miſchiets, which muſt unaypidably 
attend our being thus poſtur'd and ſtated ;-;in. that.shey. not only lic 
ebvious to. Perſons of the meaneſt Underitandings, who! give them» 
feives liberty to think ; but, becauſe we have already Felt and Expe+ 
nencecd! many: of them. in divers and! repeated; Inſtances, And 
thereicre, L: ſhall 'only. make this Reflexion/ upon, and Deduction 
from what hath been'Suggeſted ; namely, that the Dutch and We 
being fo differently Circumſtanced, by reaſon of the difcrepant Re- 
Rriors which.the Prince of Orange:ſtands.in to #s and to them, there 
S-an abſolute and: indiſpenſible Neceffity,, that he. Renounce being 
their Stagrholder, or ceaſe to be our Kimg, It-being impoſtble. for him, 
with Juſtice and Equality, tq diſcharge the Duties: of. both, - to. 
Nations whoſe Intereſts are ſo Irreconcilable, as well as. Different, 
2S6#5:and theirs are known to. be.

er'd to accompliſh all thoſe Ends upon us, thro having ſo many of

Merit to Entitle themMereunto ; but who receive them as the Com- 
penſations of their Maſter's Gratitude for Qualities and Meaneſles. 
in them, and Services pertormed co him, which it would be offen-' 
five. to perſons either of Religion or of moral Vertue, to have them; 
mention'd. And the conferring Engliſh Grandeurs upon.ſo worth» 
le& People; and that upon. ſo Vile Motives as. theſe have been 
granted, will ina little time render thoſe Titles and Dignitics,v/hich 
uſed heretofore. to be the Rewards of diſtinguiſhing Worth and. 
ertue, and the Signatures of the innocent and jult Favour cf our 
Piinces. to thoſe that deſerved meritorioully of them. and of their:

Nor can any 
acquainted eicher with our own, or. with foreign Hilſtories, be ig- 
norant how uhacceptable and diſguſtful Ouriandiſh Men have been 
to Natives and what fatal Miſchiefs they have brought firſt upon 
the People, then upon the Prince, and at laſt upon themſelves, 
where they have been raiſed to Superlative Dignities, and placed 
at the head of Aﬀairs Which, without traveliing Abroad for Ex- 
amples to Confirm, we may find ſadly verify'd in the Lives of Hen- 
ry III. and; Edward Il. And it would be prudent in Benting, if he 
would” Confider the Fate and Deſtiny of Gaveſffon and Spencer 
whereof our Hiſtories can inform him ; as likewiſe ot the Monopoly 
which' they made of the Ears and Authority of our Princes ; and 
of rhe Miſchiets which they occaſioned to the People. 

And then for Dutch and Outlandiſh Officers, as the advancing 
them over the Engliſh Troops is a-Difgrace to the Kingdom, and the 
Diminution of the Honour that belongeth to the Crown of Er 
gland, and giveth general DiflatisfaRion to the Subjets ; ſo it is an 
Afﬀront puc upon the Parliament, and a Ridiculing as well as a Det- 
piling-of the Addreſs made to the Prince of Orange, Feb .15, 1692, 
by the Houſe of Lords, wherein they deſire, That the Chief Comman- 
der of the Engliſh Forces under His Majeſty, ſhould be @ fubjett Born in 
kis  Meojeſtie'; Dominions,, to which he gave aniwer, That he would 
Conſider of ir,” but 'hath all along fince done in this, as in every thing 
elſe, Namely, treated the Councel of Peers, with Neglect and Scorn, 
and letr the Britriſh Seldiers nor only under the Command of For- 
reigners as their Snpream Othcers, but to be Ifffolently Inſulted over 
by them: - But, to wave' many Refl:Rions, Which the particulars 
now- mentioned, are. liable 'ro- have made upon them, I ſhall 
only -obſerye- in what 'Subic; viency theſe thihgs ly to our being 
Ruined by the Durch, and whar Improvement they have already 
made of them tothar Purpoſe. Forby having Batawians in our Copncils, 
they arenot only made acquainted with all the Secrets of the Board, 
re:ating either to'State or Trafick, but they have thoſe preſent there 
who will Countermine as well as Bertay them, if they be' not 
Calculated and: Adapted to a Dazch Intereſt -and - Defign. - And 
whence 
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whencEwas it that our Eft India Company came tobe ſolong negleA- 

ed in_ all the Applications they made ro the great Man =t 
ag ton, but that the Hollanders were to be Encow aged and AF 
ty 'in the ſapplanting and and worming them then our of thae 
opulent Trade, and have Time vouchſated them for doing of it. 

Yea, the late Sciftre of ſo many of their Ships, which were the 
richeſt that ever were Fraught from thence to England ; by which 
both the Nation is ſo much impoverithed as well as depriv'd and pil- 
laged of thoſe Commodities which ir ſtood fo greatly in need of, 
and that Society vaſtly ſunk in their Stock as well as Repuration, if ir 
were purſu'd to the Original and true Source of it, will be found to 
have proceeded from the Treachery of Dutch Miniſters in our Coun- 
Cils, and from their hired and brib'd Penſioners ,who gave Informa. 
tion to Holland, whence it became Betrayed and Diſcovered to 
the French, at what Ports in Ireland the Company ltiad Order'd their 
Ships to pur in, till chey might be furniſhed with a Convoy to 
prote& them home. And that Paſſage in the late Speech to both 
Houſes, Novemb. 243. That they would have a Regard to the Eaſt India 
Trade, leaſt it ſhould be loft to the Nation ;, was only to Cover the 
Treachery, and to prevent its being enquired into. And it lies ſo 
much under every ones Proſpe&, thar it needs only be pointed at 
and not inſiſted upon, how much che Dutch ſtand advantag'd to 
Endamage us by their having the ſame Benring qualify to ſit in the 
Houſe of Lords, under the Charafter of an Engliſh Peer ; In which 
Capacity, abſtrafting from the Influence he has over his Maſter, to 
Sway and Determine him to put a Negative upon ſuch. Bills as may 
be' prepared chere and in the Houſe of Commons to Skreen us from 
Belgick Encroachments and Rapines, he is Capable ſometimes by 
his own ſingle Vote, and otten fo by the many Proxies, which fome 
WroFear, otters thro Flattery and many in order ro Court a place and 
Preferment, do log with him to get thoſe Bills thrown aut, which 
were either Introducet there by: iome generous Peer thar Joves his 
Country ; or framed and fent np thicher by the Hvufe of Commons 
for their Lordſhips Concurrence, in order to protect our Irate, 
preſerve our Conlticution, and ro prevent the Slavery, as well as 
the Poverty which the Dutch ſeek ro have Overthrown, and wiſh 
and endeavoar to have us reduced unto. Nor was there ever a 

gool Bill formed npon the Dezn of being a Fence abour our Lives, 
Libercics._ and Eſtates, whecher it began in the Upper Houſe, or 
Came conveyed” thither from/to Lower "_=_ the Revolation, _ 
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this Gentleman raiſed to the. Hoes of Peerage, by a Merig ſingular 
and pecyliar to himſelf, hath not borh.given his own Yote; and it 
Occaſion was applied, all.the. Righe, Authority and Power veited 
in him by Praxies, for the caſting it out and the rejeRing of it: |, To. 
which, .under-rhis Head, L fhall-only briefly add : Thar it-is no. lels 
than an avowed. and viſible Betraying both of the Honour. and In- 
tereſt of England tothe Dutch,to employ a Batavianunder a Charater 
derived from the Crown of England, to any Foreign King or State 
about Brittiſh Affairs and, Concerns. And-for any one (tiling him- 
{cit King of England; to appoint a Dutch Man Ambaſſador or Envoy 
to any Court:in Europe, can be npon no other Motive than of Sa- 
rificing the Concernments of England, in that Court: and Country, 
to the Pleaſure and Profit of the Ho/landers ; ſeeing we want not 
Men of Quality, Senſe and Merit of our own, to-be ſent Abroad 
' under thoſe Characters. And yet this Belgick Prince, now ſet over 
vs, and whom our. wiſe S:ators have accuſtomed themſelves to 
call their and our. moſt Gracious King, Values himſelf upon Treat- 
ing us after this rate, as appears.by his Interpoſing in the Vindica- 
ting, Juſtifying and Protecting of Ayn Heer Schonenberg at Madrid, 
hom in his Eetters eo the King and Court of Spaiz, he calls his 
Ambaſlador. And c104pr cy Reſents the Driving him out of that 
Ciry, as a Violation of the Rights and Laws of Nations; tho it 
was for Crimes that any. other Prince beldes ours , would 
kave Chaſtiſed and tot have Defended him. Nor does the Prive- 
lege belorging to the Character he bears, give him Securicy by any 
ws in reference to the Cauſe for which he was Infulted, from 
being as jultly as he was ignominiouſly Dealt with. Nevertheleſs, 
this Belgick Prince hath eſpouſed and puſhed the Vindication and 
Defence of this Dutch Heer fo far, as to have Forbid the Spaniſh Am- 
baſſader to preſemt any Memorial, or to Appear at Court, till he huug 
sfattion. given bim in Reference to that Batavian, whom he hath 
the Indiſcretion and Confidence, in the View and . Face of the 
Warld, to. ſtile an Ambaſſador from the Crown of England, And, 
were the Wheedle of Reſcuing Nations from Popery and Slavery, 
- as proper to. Influence the Suhjects of his Cathokick Majeſty; and 
Pervert chem from the Allegience to their Monarch, as they did 
weak and credulous People of theſe Kingdoms; This Prince 
Errant, who not only Eancieth himſelf another Hercules, born and 
raxled up-to tame Monſters 5 but one Divinely Commiſioned to give 
Laws. to. all Nations, and. to 'Trample on Crowned Heads, nd 
wii 
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weſ. peoptrengat ofthe Hands of Kings; he woy'd Embark fhees 


dily wich bjs Dutch Tanizaries for Cadiz, to Drive his Cathbolick Mi- 
i :Qut. of Spain, as hg did. che King of Great: Brittain from his Do- 
miniogs,.. In the, mean. time, 'the Fraud; to. which" this Schonenberg 
was accellary, ANR.00G: Infolehce he Wed £1 of towards the Kiz 
of Spain, ſhews, the Prince of Orange's. Skill in the choice of his Min- 
iters_to. be Emplayed Abroad under publick Charatters; and how 
well Qualified this Dutch Man was for being Confticuted che Am- 
baſſador of the Ring of Evgland; Secing it is molt cgrtain, that as 
Dutch. Stadtholder, he could not give that Title, nor the Powers be- 
langing-to-i6 . But is' not Eng/and in the mean tibi2, in a fats ang 
fine Condition; to have all che Afﬀtirs of the Kingdom, thar are to 
be Tranſa6ted by a Perſon veſted with that CharaRter, in che only 
Nation and Court of Europe where we have now moſt to do, and 
are moſt-embarkt in Commerce and Traffick,. and where our Con- 
cernmgnts do chiefly lie, to be not only Trufted in the Hands, 
and put under the Care and Condudt ofa Dzich Man; but of one 
wham the Hollanders themſelves have given the fame Stile and ap- 
pendant Pawers unto, for the Management of what appertains to: 
them both in the way of State and Trade? To whom we may be 
' not only: fure-that he will be Truer than ta Us, but that it was in- 
"*tended by-the Prince of Orange, he ſhould be fo, And ſhould any be 
ſo fooliſhly Fayourable as co Entertain a better ConſtruQion of

ers, and above Fifteen Hundred Freenolders are Tenants there to the. 
King, and thereby Obliged unto Him under a particular Allegiance, 
befides that which they- ow him in the Quality, and-on the Foot. 
of their- being his Subjets. And it is fo particular a Revenue Anci-

and what proportionable Damage and loſs they have brought upon 
us, in bringing over not only all the ' Guineas can be found in their 
own Provinces, but all they could Procuce and Purchaſe in other 
Places on the Continent, and which they have put Off and Vended 
here'ac that Exceflive Rate which theydo now go at, and bave done 
forſome time ; Whereas they went both from us heretofore to Hol- 
land,. and yere lately bought: up by the Durch from other Forergners, 
ata Pric2 and Value not exceeding Nineteenor Twenty Shillings of 
gur Mony, To which I may Subjoyn that the Y/alue of, all other 
Gold being riſen in England, in Proportion to the growth of the Va/xe 
of Gumeas, they have thereupon brought over as much Foreign 
Gold as they ſaw any likelyhood of Buying up our Gram, Manufac+ 
tures and the other Produfions of our Country with, and have there- 
by both made Vaſt Depradations upon us, and faitable Gains to 
themſelves thro their vending that Gold here at high and exorbi- 
tant Rates, which they before Poſſ:fled or had late! y Procured at the 
moderate and intrinfick Valne of ic. Whence upon x little Con- 
ſideration and Iefs Arithmetick, we may eaſily Calculate bow great 
by this means alone,their Gain and our Loſs have beep in that by all 
the Guaneas and Proportionally by other Gold paw: broug hr 
over an4 put off tous, they have made ot every Two Pounds above 
Three, Nor is this all the Damage that thereby atiſeth to Us ; but 
there are Worſe and more Fatal Milſchiefs that muſt unavoidably 
overtate us very >2cedil 7, in that all our Produfions and Manufatu- 
res which ftiom Year-to Year, haye been Tranſported into the 
Seven P: ovinces, either to ſerve thern or the Neighbouring parts of 
the Continent abour them, have been Bought up ia Extraordinaty 
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portions and. Meaſures, thro their vent of their Grineas at > Liph a 
value, and for as much as they can neither Conſume themſelves, 
nor Diſpoſe to others with whom they drive a Commerce, what 
of.our- Productions and ManufaQures they have bought in the Way, 


and and on the Terms I have mentioned ; it will be therefore im- - 


pollible for them, and is beyond their intention to tranſport from 
us, for theſe ſeveral Years to come, what this Kingdom fabrickech 
and yieldeth. $So that by a neceſſary Conſequence thereupon, there 
mult very ſoon enſue an extraordinary Decay in Trade, to the 
ſtarving both moſt of our ManufaFurers, and all others who gain 
their Subſiſtence, and have heretofore liv'd plentifully, by carrying 
out and vending abroad the ProduQions and Superfluities of our 
Country, For as the Dutch, who for ſeveral Years to come will need 
none ot them ; ſo by reaſon of the large Stores of all kinds of Erg- 
lſþ Commodities and Goods , with which they have furniſh:4 
themſelves, will be-able ro foreſtal and underſel ns in all the Mar- 
kets of Europe. Moreover, to all the forementioned ways of theic 
making their excefliv2 Advantages by, and criminal Depradations 
upon us, thro and by reafon of the Mony that hath been exported 
henoein Specie for the payment of our Troops, they «do alſo gain an 
incredible and vaſt Profic to themſelves,and cauſe proportionable Lois 
and Damage to us, by thoſe immenſe Summs which have not been 
remitted- in Specie, but returned beyond Sea by Bills, for the uſe 
andends which have been ſpecified, which they effe& and accom- 
pliſh by skrewing up and raiſing the Exchange in profit to themſelves, 
and ſinking it in loſs to us Twenty and Thirty per Cent, For no lefs 
at preſent is the ditizrence of Exchaxge, not only an all the Goocs 
and Commodities which we either buy of or fell unto them ; bur 
upon all the Mony which upon whatſoever Funds we draw and 
eranster thither by Buls. And the extraordinary grin accit.- 
ing by this means to the Dutch, was one of the principal Reaſons 
why they would” not ſuffer thoſe of the Bank of Engiand to erett a 
Aint on their ſide, for the Coyniny our Sil; er into ſuch mixt and 
embaſed Mony as goes current in Holland and Flanders, And it was 
likewiſe the grand Motive why they ret1tod to lend the Two Hun. 
dred Theuland Pounds to the ſaid Bank, which they would have bor- 
rowed of chem the laſt Sunime: towards che paying our Army z 
and for which they offered F;wve per Cer, Intereſt, and not only to 
give their own Obligations for the Security of the ſaid Principal and 
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fon to angther, as thoſe of the States of Holland are z bat chat King 
William himſelf ſhould, thro a Mortgage of his Revenue and hereditary 
Eands to the States, become Surety for the payment of the ſaid ſumm 
and the Intereſt of it. Which tho it would have been not only very 
profitable. buc highly reputable to the Dutch, and diſgraceful to: 
King William an the Kingdom of England, yet upon the ſcore and 
Motive of their pps a much larger Profit, than that would | 
have amounted ant? the Remiſſion of Mony from-hence thither 

by Bills of Exchange, they Laughed at the-Oveiture, and ſcornfully 
rejected the Propoſal. Nor can any Man be ſo void of Senſe, as 
not to diſcern, had all but fo much Moral Honefty and love to 
their Country left as to acknowledge it, that this exorbitant growth 
of Exchange between England and Holland mutt ſpeedily perteC ani 
Conſummate' our Ruine, conſidering the Poverty to which we are 
already reduced, and the ſcarcity of Mony, under which we 
labour. All-which we are indebted for to our Belgick King, and 
to his Freacherous as well as Improvident Conduct towards En- 
gland, in his Management of the War, which to giatifie his Am- 
bicion we were eafily brought to embark in, 

Bur betore I ſhall diſpatch the Topick E am upon, I carinog 0+ 
mit the repreſenting one Method more, by which they beagme 
greatly Enriched, and we as much Impoveriihed, thro the Mony 
eicher Conveyed from us, or from any of the Confederates to the 
Army in Flanders, and that is, by Furniſhing moft, if not all the 
Steres and Proviſions, upon which the Army doth Live and Subſfilt. 
And the Manner as well as the Reaſon is obvious, 'to any one that 
canthink two Thoughts Coherently, Namely, thar all of one kind 
or another which they need, is Conveyed to them by the Dutch, 
and carried. out of the Seven Provinces into the Spaniſh Netherlands, 
where all things are put off and diſpoſed to the reſpeRtive Troops, 
and to- Owrs eſpecially at their own Rates; So that they carty 
back into their own Country all or moſt of the Mony: which is 
tid out in favour of,and upon our own Troops,as well as that which 
1s Expended upon the ſeveral Materials which are Neceflary w the 
Support and Maintenance of the War. which Cicalating backward 
and forward every Week, as well as every Month, and Centring as 
Laſt in Holland, they are rendred Rich by the War, which: makes us ſo 
Poor, and hes reduced us to the Indigent -and Dep'orable Eſtate 
that we are now in. Yea, the burning and bombing Cirics and 
Towns by ihe French, and their Seiting and Deſtroying the Foroger 
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and the Magazines, upon which the Confederate Army ſhould 
Subſift, turneth all to the profit and account of the Dutch, and is 


improved by them to their Gain and Advantage. Becaule both the * 


Materials for the rebuilding ruined Cites,and the Stores req: ied ro 
ſupply and fill waſted and deſtroyed Magazin :5, doin a manner come 
all fromHoland,and from other of che Belgick Provinces, whither they 
carry backche value in Current Mony, to the enriching of their Bark, 
the encreaſing of their Stock, and the entarging of their Trade. 
And as they make a large gain by the Spoi!s, Lolſes and Deva!t- 
ations, Which their Confederates ſuffer and undergo, fo they make no 
le Profit by their Victories and Succeſſes, even to the preclufiorr 
of their Allies, and eſpecially the Eng/:ſh from all advantage and 
benefit by them. For as Namur is the only Conqueſt fince the 
Commencement of this War in Flanders, that has been obtained 


over the French, ſoit is but a recovery of what the Confederates had 


loſt during the preſent War, and not a new Acquifition. . And as 
it has coſt infinitely more in Men and Treafure, than ir and all the 
dependencies upon it are Worth ; fo theſe three Kingdoms who- 
contributed moſt to the taking ol it, and had more of the Bluod of 
their Men fpile and more of their Treafure and Ammunition expen- 
ded, and waſted in the Winning of thar City, than any one of all 
the Confederates, have Reapt nothing by it but the enlarging the 
Barrier of the Dutch, and the purting a ſtrong and wcll torcified 


City into their power and pollcflion, to make them: more Infolent- 


unto and Encroaching upon their Allies. And when I Conſider the 
Cuſtoms of the Spartays who had an Order that when any of 
their Generals compalled his Deſigns by Policy and Treaty, he ſhould 
Sacrifice -an Ox ; but when by Firce and Bloodſhed, only a Cock. EL 
think that our many late Bonfires and Ilaminations, and efpecially 
our prodigal and foolifh Experces in St. Fames's Square, were ridt- 
culous as well as waſttul Conſumptions. For as the diſtin& 
Values of thofe Oblations of the Laredemonians, do ſhew us ( accor+ 
ding to the Judgment of Plutarch)how much they preferred the Suc- 
ceſles of calm and ſober Councils,before thoſe of Force and Strength, 
ſo there was.more cauſe for Lamentations for the many and brave: 
'Men that had been loſt before the Town and Caſtle of Narmr, e&er 
they fell into our hands, ( and which in all probability, will with 
leſs Ccſt be ſpeedily Snatch'd from us again.) than of vain, 
childiſh and expenſive Triumphs for tke gaining them. Bur to 
ouuit this, that which I am to repreſent and diſplay 1s,. that the Cizp 
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C2? which were gaineTatthe Price and Coſt of f5-much Engl; 
Bicod and Treaſure,are now Configned over to the Dwteb, and ftand 
Mortgaged to them for the Repayment of what they have laid our 
and disburſed in this War ; which ſeeing there is no likelihood that 
cyer the Spantards will be 'in a;condition to Reimburſe them ; thar 
Town is conſequently become a part as well as an enlargement of 
their Territories and is the Addition of an Eighth Province to the - 
former Sevex. Yea out of Kindneſs to the Datch, and' Difaffe&tion 
tous; our Belgick Prince is fo frugal of their Treaſure, and ſo pro- 
digal of that of this Kingdom, that much of the Charges acetiory 
for Repairing the Fortifications of Namur is born by us, and our Mo- 
ny remitted and tranſported to Defray them. Which is ſuch a 
bubbling of this Kingdom ; that thoſe moſt engaged in King Wilkaw', 
Interc{t, cannot avoid Reſenting it with Indignation. And as this 
new Acqiilition which our Dutch King hath gaincd them, at the 
price of our blood and bones, as well as of our 54ony, gives them 
a {tronger Berrier than they had, and a new and large Juriſdidion, 
ſo it not only opens a Traffick co them with France, in time of War 
:s well as of Peace; but delivers che Hollanders from a Neceſlity of 
depending upon Bruſſels, or upon any Spaniſh Towns, for the Ma» 
nagement of their Trade : Seeing by being polleiied of Nanmr, they 
can ſupply both Flanders and France, and carry home what they 
want from thence, without being under the neceffity of aHowing 
the Intervention of others in the management of their Trade, or 
of ſuffering others either to intercept them init, or to make profit 
by it thro Exchange : So that while the Engliſh and others Fight,they 
do only Win; and the Lives of our Men are no farther valuable 
with our Belgick King, than as they ferve to purchafe Power and 
Opulency. ro the Du For tho we be made uſe of as the Jackal! 
to hunt the Prey ; yet w2 are not permitted to have the leaft Share 
init, And therefore whoſoever have cauſe ro be weary of the War, 
and to groan'under the Conſumptions and Deſo'ations that ateend 
it, they have not; and thence it is that in kindneſs to chem, bue 
in hatred to us, our Be/gick King labouss althe can, both by perſua- 

fiors and by Authority wo fament and keep it up, and relolves ta 
do fo untill he hath render'd them fo opulent and powerful; and 

us ſoneceflitous, deſpicable and weak, that we muſt be conten:ed 
( becauſe we will not._remain in a Condition to hinder it) to be

Queen Elizabeth and of Oliver Cromwel, with Commendations and 
Prailcs - of their Condudt , - while in the mean time we muft 
convey.down to our- Off-ſpring the Name of the Prince of Orange 
Igaded: wich-all the Obloquies, Imprecations 'and Curſes,. that a-- 
People impoveriſhed and ruined, by his contrived and choſen ill 
Condu& towards thete Kingdoms, can entail upon it. For as that / 
great Heroine, Queen-Elizaberb did, upon her afliſting the Duzch 
with 2 very few Troops in compariton of what we now do, coye- 
nate -with-and obrain of them rhe Brill, Fluſhmg and Rawekins, to 
be put" into her hands as Cautionary Towns, not-only that ſhe might. 
thereby oblige them to a more firm dependency upon her, and tie 
them to the better obſervation of their Allzances, and ſecure unto 
herſelf the Reimburſment of ſome-pare of the Treafure which ſhe 
expended- in proteing therh ; bur chat ſhe. might always be in a 
Comdition, «and have ic in her: own Power, to reinforce, relieve, -- 
ſaccour and ſupply, thoſe Troops that ſhe ſent chem for- their aid - 
atid defence, according as their thould be occafion, and as. ſhe 
ſhould judg to be at any time needful-for the Honour of che Crown 
of Enxpland,- and: forthe Safety, Commerce and Reputation of her .

Nay, he diflains to acquaint the 
two Houſes of Parliament with thoſe Treaties, when chey humbly Ad- 
dreſs him concerning the doing it; And inſtead of laying thoſe 4l- 
liances betore them in the plain and ratified Draughts, he either 
Shams them off with general , imperfe&t and blind Accounts ; 
and that done with the unſincerity and regardlefneſs of Truth, 
natural to a Dutch man, of which the whole courle of his tran(- 
actions with, and towards this People, fince he became unrigh- 
teouſly poſſeſſed of his Father in Law and Uncles Crows, is one un- 
interrupted and continued Evidence ; or elſe he ridicules and buh- 
bles them with falſe and counterfeit Copies ; in which as ſome things 
are diſguiſed ſo others are not cpa though he hath concer- 
ted them formally with his Confederates, and eſpecially with the 
Dutch, And I dare affirm, That of all che Branches of the State of 
War in reference to the Year 1696. which he hath cauled co be 
delivered into them, there is none of them true, genuine and juſt. 
So that from thence the Two Houſes, and in them all the People of 
Exgland, may have a Specimen of his Honour and Integ'ity with- 
ouc travelling farther tor Evidences of them. But if he do treac 
thus not only thoſe he calls the Body of his SubjeRts with Treachery 
in relatiqn to their Intereſt, as well as with Careleſneſs and Neg- 
le of them in all their Concerns. and Safety, but the Houſes 0 
Parliament ( who ought to be his grand Council ) with ſuperci- 
liouſheſs and contempr, and all this while he is yet unfledged, what 
will he do when his Wings are grown ? For if he do thus ſtrut, as 
to monopolize all Things to his own ſole cognizance, and ro ma- 
nage them to the viſible Prejudice of thele Kingdoms, and to the ap- 
parent Benefit of the Dutch, while he only ſtands and is upheld by 
leading Strings, and walks in a Go-cart, and cannot manage the 
War he is engaged in, but as he is aided by Parliamentary Grants : 
What Tyranny may not the People fear , and what Infolency 
and Scorn ſhould not our Senates expe to meet with, 1t he live to 
arrive at virile Strength, and through putting an end to the War, 
can come to ſtand and go alone ? For it is only the indiſpenta- 
ble need he ſtands in of the continual Aid of the People of Erg- 
land, and the fear he is under of being batfied and routed by 
the Freach, which make him now and then appear in the dreſs and 
poſture of Modeſty, and to put on a diſſembled Humility, Meck- 
nc6 and Compatllion, while in reality in reſpect to Ambition, De- 
ſporicalneſs and Tyranny, he carries I Sultans, Twenty Mogute, 
| all 
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and Forty Czars in his Belty. And conld he but once' preſcribe 
terms to the Monarch of France, he would ſoon trample upon all 
the Laws of theſe Kingdoms, and tread upon our Necks : And in- 
ſtead of the Shapes and Figure of ſometimes an Almanſor, and lome- 
times a Guſman, that he now puts on and feeks to appear in, he 
would then manifeſt himſelf a Caligula, a Nero, or according to 
. the Title lately beſtowed upon him a Galienus Redivious, having 
already furniſhed himfelf with more than one Verianus. But ha- 
ving faid enough upon the Head of which I have been diſcourſing, 
it 15 now time to advance to another. 

In the next Place then I ſhall proceed to a more particular re- 
view and repreſentation of their Invaſions, Rapines and Depradations 
committed upon our Trade, than thoſe I have hitherto untolded 
and laid ofen. Nor will it require any great Enlargement, fſee- 
ing all Men do experience and teel ir, though ſome may not un-: 
derftand the feveral and particular Ways and Methods in which tt 
hath been done. Nor ſhall I here repeat what I have already both 
i.finuated and detefted concerning the Decay that is brought upon 
our Trade, and the final Deſtrufion that threatens it, as well through 
the Clipping and Embaſement as through the Tranſportation of our 
Coin to other Ends and Uſes then thoſe of Commerce, and in much 
greater Quantities than "Traffick could have ever required its being 
carried abroad for. Though all the Mifery and Miſchief that do 
by theſe means befal and overtake us, are all chargeable upon, 
and to be laid at the Door of our Dutch King : Seeing that of trant- 
porting ic has been the natural and unavoidable effect of his aſcent 
to the Throne, and of the War that thereupon he engaged us in, 
and eſpecially of thoſe ways which he has defignedly choſen and 
perſued in ſupport of it, And then as to the Clipping and Embaſing 
our Mony, none can be reaſonably acculed either of cauſing or 
conniving at it but the Prince of Orange, who has occalioned and 
encouraged it by his weak and improvident Adminiſtration. For 
both thefe Practices, which do-eventually and in the Effects of them 
prove to ruinous to the Kingdom, having: obtained in no other 
Rergns in any proportion and degree to what chey have done in 
bs, as it is commonly ftiled, they muſt conſequently be reſolved 
into ſome Neglett, Weakneſs or Freachery in bis Admin'ſt:ation, 
whereot no other Reigns were guilty or accuſable, Nor will it ex- 
£ule him to have jt alledged, hat more have been executed for 
thok Crimes, ſince his uſurping of the Throne, than were in ans 
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Age before: Seeing though ſome of the little and indigent Crea- 
tures, whom necefiity tempted to it, and which neceflicy he brought 
upon: them, have been condemned and executed ; yer your Gold- 
ſmitbs and Refiners, who both . bought the Clippings, and who at 
mighty Gain furniſhed chem with broad Mony for continuing the 
Crime, have not only eſcaped Proſecutions, which by Law they 
deſerved ; but: divers of them have been the ſpecial Favourites 
and Contidents of the Government. And to mention but one of 
many, I will be bold to ſay the hanging of Evans the Goldſmith, 
who infinitely more deſerves it, for melting down and carrying 
abioad our Cen to fatisfy his Covetouinets, and make Profit by 
what was our miled Mony, than any of the Clippers and falſe Min- 
ters have done, would have given greater check unto, and have 
been a more effe&ual Remedy, even of the Crimes of theſe later, 
than all che Convictions and Executions tor Offences of that kind 
ſince the Revolution, which we have ſeen but have found no be- 
nefit by. But inſtead of that, he hath been honoured and prefer- 
red by our Dutch Beſtower of Titles, and Diſpoſer of Places, to- 
be both a Knight and a Commiſſioner of the Exciſe 5 though a Fellow 
void of all Merit, and deſtitute of gocd Senſe, and whom only 
Knavery, Impudence, ard 'the Emptying the Kwgdom of our 
Silver, by carrying it to Holland to enrich the Dutch, have entitled 
to his Maſter's Favour. And I crave Liberty to ſay en paſſant, though 
it may ſeem alien to the ſubjet, That F have often wondered 
why our Kings and Parliaments ſhould fall upen ſo ineffeftual a 
Remedy of thoſe Crimes , as the making them Capital will con- 
tinue to prove in a Nation, where Men are ſunk into fo much Ir- 
religion and Atheiſm ; and which the many ecy” - attending and. 
wrapt up in the Revolution have encreaſed and ftrengthned as te 
dread Death Ic than Poverty, and to chuſe Damnation as Well as 
Hanging and Quarteting rather than want Supplies for the Feeding 
and tor the Maintenance of their Laſciviouſneſs and Luxury. See- 
ing when our Mcny was both Pure and Sterling, and of full Weg hr, 
as it was generally at the Rewvolation, the bare impoſing and exact- 
ing of a MulfF of Five or Ten Pounds upon every one that ſhould, 
bave been fcund offering cither Clip: or Falſe Mony to another, 
would have deterred all Men from venturing upon it, and obvia» 
ted both the forementioned Crimes, and likewiſe the wotul Effects 
of them. And poflitly ic would be no i] Policy to Co 1n this Cale 
as the Lacedemoniars did in that of Theft, which when they thought 
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not fit to prevent and hinder by pritfithing/ the Thieves, they effec- 
tually ſuppreſſed ir, by rendering thofe liable to a conſiderable Pe- 
nalry chart ſhould have any Thing fokn from them. So may be 
the inflicting of a Mul# upon one that ſhould take eicher 
light or baſe Mony, would ſoon cauſe that there would be no OF- 
iSh's of it, by reaſon there would be none found' fs unkind and 
unjuſt to themſelves as to receive it. But to return from this Di- 
greflion ; I do ſay that the Dutch, beſides all the Injuries they have 
done us, and the apo any have committed upon us, with re- 
ſpe&t to our Trade in the forementioned Methods which I have 
been diſplaying, they have alfo in divers other Ways, and in feve- 
ral Inſtances, either craftily ſupplanted, or diretly invaded, and 
forceably aſlanlted us in oar Commerce and Traffick (ince the late 
Revolution z which I ſhall preſume now to lay open, as far as the 
brevity of this Diſcourſe will atlow, and ſhall diſcover how and 
wherein they have done ſo, AndT fhall begin with the Advantage 
they have had of prote&ing their own Trade, and of expoſing and 
leaving ours open to be rained, by reafon of that ſmall and unequal 
Quota and Proportion of Ships of War, that in reſpet of our much 
greater Number of Ships of that kind they fupply and furniſh. to 
che ſorming and conſtituting the Conftderate and-United Fleet of both 
Nations ; which is the” more remarkable in chat their N:imber of 
Land Forces is not much encreaſed towards the ſuippore of the pre- 
ſent War, above what it uſe ro be in time of Peace. -Yea, it is 
hardly ſo great now as then, if we conſider chat all the Comtribu- 
rions raiſed in the Province of Namur, and on the French Conqueſts, go 
for the Eafe of their Eſtabliſhment ; 'and that the vaſt Suns ſpent 
in Flanders by the whole Confederate Army becomeþ theirs, and 
Center in Holland, However it bears no proportion with ours, ac- 
cording to the State of the War for the Year 1695. which as the Eail 
of Renelagh by King William's Order gave it into' the Houſe of Com- 
ons, Decewh. 3. amounts to 87440 Men ; whereas if ic were nor 
to defend the Provinces of theſe, tiled our Allies, a veiy few Far- 
ces would be ſufficient for our Occaſions at home, if it ſhould nor 
be found needleſs to have any at all : Whereas they in the times of 
the profoundeſt Peace are feldom without Fifty thouſand Men, t 

which. their fupernumerary Addition now is bur inconſiderable, i 
what 1 have ſaid be well conſidered ; and provided that we alſo 
obſerve, that divers of thoſe Troops reckoned into their Quota are 


vpon' Ergliſh Eſtabliſhment, and paid with our Mony. 1lndeed if 
we

we had charged onr ſelves with furniſt.ing the whole marine Power; 
both for 'us and them , and ftood thereby exculzd for atfo:ding 
any Land Forces "to be employed in Flanders, or elſewhere, upon 
any part of the Continent, I ſhou!d not have blamed the Conduct 
of 'requiring a few Men of War from them, yea ſhou'd not have 
much complained if they had been acquitted from the - yielding 
any : Seeing ſich a Stipwation and Agreement between us and them 
could not have been much to the Prejudice cither of the Kingdom 
or of Trade, farther than as it involved us in an uaneceſſary and 
unjuſt War, meerly to gratify the Ambicion of our Dutch King, 
and to hinder the Return of our Legal and Rightful Sovereign. Bu- 
cauſe o:herwiſe, as it would have been agreeable to our Intereſt; 
both as we are an Jfand and a Trading Nation ; fo it would not 
only have proved a means of keeping all our Mony at home, and 
of the having had it to circulate among our ſeives, but we ſhould 
thereby hal Treaſure enough to have rigged out a Royal Navy 
ſuperior to the marine Power of France, and to have equipped and 
maintained more than a ſufficient Number of Men of War as Cru- 
fer: and Conwoys to have protected our Trade. But to be firlt at 
th. vaſt Expence we have been in railing and maintaining fo great 
an Army on the Continesz, meerly tor the Benefic of others and not 
our own, and then to equip and fer out double the Quota that the 
Dutch have towards the c. nftituting the Confederate Fleet of both 
Nations, was plainly fo diſable our ſelves from having that Num- 
ber of Cruiſers and Convoys as is neccflary to be kept at Sea during 
the preſent War, againſt fo potent an Enemy as the King of France 
and his Subj: are u2on that Element. Nor was this concerted 
berween - our \Pelgick Prince, and his beloved Dutch, upon any other 
Motives, or to other Ends, but that we might be put out of Ca» 
acity *of ſate-guirding our Coaſts, and protefting our trading 
f eflels 5 whilſt the Dutch, through furniſhing a ſmall Quets to the 
the- General Fleet, are-lett in a Condition to employ tne reit of 
their-marine'and naval Strength in ſecuring and prorecting their 
Traffick. And the Event bath fully anſwered the Deſign, in that 
while we, by-furniſhing fo many Ships of War to the Royal! Navy, 
did leave our ſelves deſtitute of ſich a Number of Ships of War, as 
might in the Quality of Cruiſers and Convoys in all Seas as well as in 
the Chanel have covyercd and defended cur rraſjicking Veſſels ; and as 
we have in confequence thereof loſt above 4000 rradimg Ships to 
the empovyeriſhing of the Kingdormn, = well as of many Families that 
k i were 
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were before the Revolution opulent and rich, while the Duch in 
the mean time, through their furniſhing ſo ſmall a Proportion of 
Men of War to tlie General Fleet, and being thereby provided of the 
larger number of Men of War, as well- to defend their Aderchane 
Sbijps as. to guard rheir Coaſts, have. nor ſ'iſtained the Third, nay 
nor the Fourth part of the Loſs of Feſſels and Cargoes that we have 
done, Not but that our Chanels might have been better guarded, 
and our- trading Ships more protected than they tiave been by tho 
Convoys and Cruiſers that were appointed and ordained by Parlia- 
ment, had not eur Commiſſioners of the Admiralty been treacherous 
and flothfl, as well as blockiſh ' and ignorant in the Service, Dury 
and Province which they undertook, So that if the Parniiamenc 
( as I have formesly hinted ) do not make thoſe Perfons accoun+ 
table tor the Zoſſes at S2a, which Merchants and in and through 
them the Kingdom hath ſuſtained, all thinking, Men will have rea- 
{on to-believe; That thoſe they have choſen co 5; thejg Repreſenta- 
tives do take pleafure in the'r Empoveriſhment, Miſery and Ruin ; 
and -will be provoked to judge them in a Conſpiracy ' with thoſe” 
Gentlemen ta promote all thoſe D-ſolations and Miſchiets: Sceing 
the Parliaments over looking the Crimes of thoſe Commiſſioners, or 
their 'conniving at their Conduct, will more than intimate that they 
are ſo. ' And indeed, by the whole Management of publick At. 
tairs for near theſe Seven Nears, both in Parliament and our of it, 
thoſe called ro fic in the Senate, as well as thoſe employed in civil 
Offices have bcen doing to the Nation, as the Daughters of Peleus 
did by the Advice of Medes to their aged Father, whom they hacker 
1 pieces; in hopes that "by. her Magick they ſhould have reſtored 
him both. to Life and Youth again. - For chrough” the Influence 
of Datch -Conncils, 'and the, Adminiſtration of a Belaick King, and

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Bedlterrancan, has'been Of. received by his Maſter fince his re- 
ctarh. But. ro adyance 4 *? further, on,the Pine and Head 
whereon I am di uſing ; Can there be a' greater” Þwaſion upon 
out” Trade, or any thing commicted more to the Diminution and 
Rin of ic, than the Dutch aſſuming the Boldneſs, and King Wit. 
liam countenancing chem in'.it, tq'delpiſe and violate both our 
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during his Reign ; all which were providently and wiſely enacted 
for the Encouragement of the Encreaſe of Shipping and Nawigarion, 
and*tor the. Promotion and. Enlargement of our bomg Manufattures ? 
For as few. can be ignorant, eſpecially of Gentlemen and Mer- 
chants, 'both of the Occaſi3n and Deſign of theſe feyeral Laws; fo 
the. whole Nation hatch abundantly experienced all along ſince the 
making of them, what Profit and Advantage have thereby accru- 
ed, firtt ro Trade, and then to the Kingdom. Fur now, by rhe 
Infolency of the Durch, and the Treachery of King William to 
this Nation, all thoſe Laws have been lighted and violated by 
them, and ths Care of having them obſerved and pur in execution 
to us been nezleFed by him ; which both on his part, and theirs, 
is in direct ſubſerviency co make them powertul in Shipping and 
opulent in Wealth, and to render us Poor , Feeble and Weak. 
And as there is nt one Branch of all theſe Laws, the tranigref- 
ſion of which has not been praiſed by them, and” connived at 
by their Country man on the Engliſh Throne ; fo they are, through 
his Encouragement and Prote&ion, grown at laft co that Impu- 
dence, and aro? to that Defiance of Engliſh Laws and common 
Juſtice; *That Cee houſe Tables have been turniſhed with princed

Manufactures that were to be vended ar P.aces there named in 
and abour the City of London, notwithitanding ct their being ex- 
prefly prohibiced by thoſe Laws co be either imported into or fold 
in this Kingdom. © But whereas neither of the Two Houſes of Par- 
liament, upon the preſzar Inipetion they are making into the de- 
cay of Trade, and their callmg Merchants betore them to inſtruct 
them therein, can want information from thoſe they examin of 
the truth of what I have ſuggeſted, and in what Particulars and 
Branches all thoſe Laws are Yiolated by the Dutch, and ſuffered to 
ou obſolere, and ro remain unexecuted by the Prince of Oranze. 
ſhall ſapercede the ſaying more on this Head, becauſe 1 cannot 
enlarge upon iras I ought, and as it deſerves, 'wrhour Weg a 
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Volume inſtead of a few Sheets ot Paper. And therefore the 
next Attempt I charge them with is ſtill more hainous, ahd done 
infinitely more to our diſgrace, being not only an Invaſion upon 
our Trade, but upon the Liberty of our Perſons. For by an unpre- 
ſidented and unparalelled Intolency, the like whereof no Nation 
did ever pretend to exercilc towards, and over the SubjeQs of this 
Kingdom, they demand and exact a Tenth Man our of every Ship 
of ours that goes into their Ports, tor and towards the manning of 
their Fleet ; and to juſtify themſelves in the doing hereot, they 
pretend ro be authoriſed by King William's Order. This they 
have practiſed for theſe Two Years paſt, only they are grown 
more rampant, tyrannous and oppreflive this laſt than they were 
the former. For whereas in the Year 1694. they were contented 
with One Man out of Ten, or 15 Gutlders in lieu thereot,and for h's 
Ranſom, they have in the Year 1695. required and taken a Man 
out of every Ship of ours that went into their Ports, though the 
Sailors were never ſo few, or elſe they have exafted 25 Guilders 
lor the excuſing and redecming him from their Service. So that if 
it be but a Hoy, which is failed wich a Maſter, one Man, and 
two Boys, yet they demand One ; and upon its being replied that 
the Veſſs cannot be failed if Oze be taken out, they pretend ir a 
Condeſcention and Favour to compound at 25 Guzlders for his 
being excuſed, which is Fifty Shillings of Engliſh Mony. Nor do 
any Ships eſcape without doing the one or the other, and for 
which they alledg their having King Wiliaw's Authority, And 
theſe Things they are ſo far from concealing, or ſeeking to exte- 
nuate the Injuſtice and Criminalneſs of, by the neceflity of their 
Condition, That they glory in it both in their Trackſchuytes, and 
in all Places of Society and Concourſe, as the Badg of their Exal- 
raci-tt and Triumph over us, and of our Subjeion co them. Th2 
Mcthod in which this Force and Hoſtiliry over us is praRi.ed is 
this, namely, before any Ship can be cleared at their Cuſtor-houſe 
the Maſter muſt go to the Lords of the Admiralty, and bring fron 
thence a Certificate to the Cuſtom houſe of having given a Man out 
of the Veſſels Crew to their Service, or of having compounded at 
the Value I have mentioned for his Redemption. Surely it will 
not be unſeaſonable now to ask, whether we be in terms of Ho{#t- 
lity wich the Dutch, or of Alliance ? Seeing we are not treated by 
them in this as Friends, but as Enemies : Nay, it will he needtul 
tl at we conſult koch our Undejſtanvings and Memories, whether 
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- England be not Tributary to Holland, and when and how it came 
to be ſo? For as much as they deal not with us as with a free and 
independent Nation, but as with a Province which they bave ſub- 
dued and brought into Vaſſalage, And if we be not Slaves, but re- 
-main yet a free People, this Hoſtility in them ought to. be hoſtily 
repelled by us: And in the Place of accounting them any longer 
our Confederates, we ought to eſteem and take them for our Ene- 
9s, and every where to aſſault them accordingly. And for our 
Belgick King to authoriſe the Dutch tro do what I have mentioned, 
is co aſſume a Power over the Liberties and Perſons of the People 
ct England, which no Rightful King id ever pretend unto. For 
our Perfons and Liberties being under the Cuſtody of the Laws, no 
King can claim a larger Juriſdi&ion over them than what che 
Laws give him ; unleſs he will renounce to govern by Law, and 
take upon him to rule Deſpotically. And the Prince of Orange 
may with as good Right tranſplant al} the People of England to 
the Deſerts of Arabia, or fend them to work in the Mines of Peru 
and Mexico, as to authoriſe the Dutch to {eiſe upon one Vian that is 
eicher a native Subje& here, or under the Protetion of Engliſh 
Laws, to navigate either their Ships of War, or their Veſſels of 
Commerce and Traffick. Nor has he any more Right to deprive 
me of my Liberty, ſave when, where, and in what Caſes the Laws 
have declared me to have forteitcd it, than I have to break into 
the Prince of Oranges Cloſet at Kenſimgton, and to ſhatch -from 
thence the Teſtimonials of his Reconciliation to the Church of Rame. 
But by theſe little fportful Preludiwms of the young Cub, we may 
guets. what we are to expect from the Animal when grown up to 
the full trength and vigour of a Tyger, or a Lion. 

Bue the next Depradation and Invaſion committed upon- our 
Trade is more vilanous, and ought to: be more provoking, as well 
as iurprifing, than any of rhe, former ; ſeeing it was neither com- 
pailed nor executed by meer Cunning and Fraud, nor upon Pre- 
ten<es of avowed Authority derived. and reccived from King Wi 
liam, but which. they perpetrated by open Force and direc Yio- 
lence. Whereof though there may poſlibly, be found divers In- 
ſtances, yer | ſhall only a{lign ove, but which ſhall be of that hai- 
nous Nature, that we need require no more, and ought hence- 
forth to think how to do our lelyes Right, and take our Revenge 
upon them, The Hoſtility and Violence which I mean is that 
committed by the Dwck upon the African Company of m—_ in 
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driving ehem by ermed Force out of two FaForiet in Africa ; the 
one whereof brought the Company Forty Marks of Gold per Menſemr, 
and the other not much leſs, beſides other Commodities. For the 
faid Company having, among other Fa#ories which they had erec- 
ted and quietly held in Africs, eſtabliſhed one at a Place called 
Commenda, and which they ſtood poſſeſſed of, and had furniſhed 
with all Things neceflary for the defence and proteCtion of their 
Servants, and for the management of their Trade, both in the 
Sale of what they tran{ported thither from hence, and for the 
obtaining and ſecuring whatfoever che adjacent Coaſt, and the 
neighbouring Ports on that Continent afforded fit to be brought hi- 
ther ; the Dutch having a Fatory atjoyning thereunto did, about 
Two years ago, inſtigate and {tir up the Natives againſt the Eng 
liſh Fa&ory, by telling them that the Exg/ih were a conquered Na- 
tion, and not able any longer to help and aflift, or to trade with 
them, in that they had ſubdued the Kingdom of England, and 
made their Stad:halder, who was bur their Servant, Kins and Mo- 
warch of it, By which fraudulent Means, and Language as re- 
proachful of us, as ic was falſe in it felf, the Natives who are alt 
a kind of unthinking Mob, and eafily misled, as well through the 
Habirude and Dulneſs of their Underſtandings, as through the 
Hetle Acquaintance and Knowledge which they have of the Emre» 
pean Parts of the World, made an InfurreQion againſt the Engl, 
and in Multitudes afſaulted and attacked their Fa&ory, Bue the 
Africans being no. better than an undiſciplined Rowt, and not well 
furniſhed with the Muterials and Urenfils of War, and eſpecially 
being unprovided with great Artillerv, were eaſily repelled and 
beaten off by thoſe of the Engliſh Fafory 3 which the Dutch obſer- 
ving, and being ſenſible that etime would both affwage the muri- 
nous Paſſions of the Natives, and difcover the Fraud by which they 
had hur. ied them into that haſty and intemperate Rage againft 
the FaFory, there having been nof juſt Cauſe adminiſtered by the 
Exglifh, whereby the Natives might be provoked to: fail upon them ; 
thereupon the Dztch did not only make freſh Applications unto, 
and rcnew their Inſtigations of the Africans to perſevere in and 
perſue the. Deſign of expelling rhe Exgl:/b out of the forementioned 
Fa&ory; bat thefe treacherous Hellanders did hoſtily eurn and fire 
the Guxs of their own Fort againſt the Enghſh FaBory that ftood. 
; near unto it, and by armed Violence druve them irom thence, 
and forced them to leave and abandon ic, And as thele are m_ 
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of the bleſſed Fruits and Effets of the Rewolarion, fo having by our 
departure from our Loyalty, loſt together wich our Vertue, our. 
Honour, -and our Concerns for the ſafety and welfare of our 
Gountry, theſe Encroachments, Rapines, and Robberies of the 
Dutch, are. not only overlookt b- moſt,  ramely digeſted by. all, 

tibed to them by (ome of-our 
Sycophant and Mercenary, Clergy, under the Notion of the Tri- 
butes of our Gratitude paid to the Holanders as our Deliverers from 
Popery and Slavery. And it. is but Reaſon, That owing our 
Lives, Liberties and Eſtates to the Friendſhip and Bounty of their 
Affittance, when the Goſpel and every Thing that is valuable in 
it ſelf and dear to us was at Stake, they ſhould at pleaſure claim 
and exetciſe a Juriſdiction over them, and we be contented with 
a precarious Right in all that we are and have. For through the 
Bigottry of moſt, and the Treachery of a great many, it is now 
arrived at this, That even for a Houſe of Peers to take upon them 
the repreſenting the Decays and Sufferings of the Natwn in point 
of Trade, is by your Sal#bury Burnet thought worthy ot being 
branded with the alarming and ignominious Name of Remonſtra- 
ting againlt the Government, Bur I will venture to ſay, That if 
ſpeedy Remedies be not fallen upon and uſed by the Senate of the 
Kingdom, tor the relieving us from our Diſtreſſes and Miſeries of 
that kind, that the forenamed mitred Gentleman will ſoon find 
the Heats of the Nation.to riſe beyond the Remedy of his Vinegar- 
bettle ; how ette&tual foeyer he may have found that Liquor to 
have been to check and allay warm and luſtful Infurreions in 
himſelf. Yea, in vain do both Houſes of Parliament labour to help 
and relieve us in this matter, while we have a King ſo linked and 
uniced to the Dutch, by manifold ties of Intereſt and Aﬀection, 
and who chinks himfclt no orherwiſe obVged by the Title and Au- 
thoricy we bave given him over this Nation, than to ſacrifice us 
to their Safety and Proſperity? and to raiſe them to Greatneſs, 
Power and Wealth, upon our Poverty, Thraldom and Ruin : So 
that the only mean of Deliverance and R<icue is to diſlolve the 
Bonds between him and us, and to return and leave him where 
we found him in the ſeparate and amorous Embraces of his darling 
and beloved Heollanders. 
All I have further co add in reference to the damage done to 
the Trade of this Nation by the Dutch, and of the Delign which 


King Wiliam out of kindnefls to them has been promoting = the 
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Ruin and Subverſion of our Traffick, ſhall be briefly to take na- 
tice of, and to refle& a little upon his ereftion of a Scorch African 
and Eaſt India Company, with ſuch Immunities and Privileges as will 
prove deſtruive of the Trade of England to thoſe Pares. Which 
Scorch Company, as it is eſtabliſhed by a late A&# of Parliament of 
that Kingdom, to which King William gave the enafting Fiat and 
Royal San#ion ; ſo he did it without giving his Engliſh Privy Coun- 
cal, or. any other of this Nation, the leaſt antecedent Notice of it, 
and much more without asking or taking rheir Advice abour it, 
though a matter both of great Importance in it ſelf, and of valt 
Conlequence to the Trade of this Kingdom, Nor can ir be ima- 
gined that the ſaid A# tor ereQing of a Scorch Company was {urrep- 
titioully obtained, or precipitately paſſed, without his Knowledg 
and Information of the Tenor of it : Secing the Inffruf#ions were 
formed and digeſted here, and ſigned by bim 3 which upon being 
ſent down thicher , gave occaſion and encouragement there to 
make and enact ſuch a Statute at this Junture. And it is highly 
worthy of remark, That this Scorch Law, containing ſo many an- 
uſual Privileges, and beneficial Conceflions, as were never gran- 
ted heretofore by any King of Great Britain, ſhould be made at a 
Sealon when the Trade of Eng/and is fo loaded and deprefſed by 
late grievous Ipofitions and Taxes laid upon It, by ſeveral Laws 
lince the Revolution, in order to the carrying on of the preſent 
War, and for the defraying the Charges of it. Nor i it conce 
vable, how after fo many Diſcouragemenes given to the Engliſh 
Eaſt India Company, not only in refuſing them an Ef abliſhment by 
Law, but in Delaying for ſeveral Years to grant chem a Confirma- 
tion of their Charter ;, and thereby putting them both to valt Ex- 
penſes, through their being {> long in folicicing of it, and the lea- 
ving them all that while naked and expoſed to be undermined and 
ſupplanted by Iterlopers, that this unwonted an] exuberant Grace 
ſhould be exercited to the Kingdom of Scotland, were it nor done 
upon the Influence of Dutch Councils, and in purſuance of Mza- 
ſuces from Holland for the ruining the Trade of, England, And 
whoſoever conſiders the lictle reſpeR, and the lefs atte&ion which 
King William hach for the Scots Nation, and with what diſdain and 
contempt he ſpeaks ofchat whole Kingdom, and treats thoſe of 
che fuſt Qualiry of ir, wi!l eaſily believe, That he did not aurho- 
riſe the Eitabliſkment of the forementioned Company out of kind- 
nels unto,or concern for the Proſperity of that Nation j but that it 
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was done upon'the Motives, and in purſuance of foreign Conncils. 
Not that I do envy the Scots any Favour that is ſhewed them, up- 
on whatſoever Inducements it be done ; or that I blame the Par 
bement of Scotland for what they have done in this particular, to- 
wards the raiſing of the Gezius,and. encouragingtthe Induftry of their 
People, to the purſuit of Trade 5 but what would: fay is, . That 
as King William's: Kindne(s:ta' the Soars in this matter is' to the 
apparent and viſible Damage of the Engi:/h, fo it is — cer- 
tain, that both the firſt overture of ſuch an Eftabliſhment ſprung 
from Belgick Councils, and that the Prince of Orange's Inftru#tons, 
which let that Partiament to fuch a Aill, and the Royal Aitent gi- 
ven thereunto by his Commiſſrner, vpon which it is become a Law 
and Statute, is.all in order to encreaſe the Frads, and raiſe the 
Grandeur of the Dutch, and ro depre6 and leflen the Trade of 
Ezgland, and thereby to weaken and impoveriſh the Kingdcem. 
For as the Author of a Paper called, Some Conſiderations upon the late 
AG of the Parliament of Scotland for conſtituting an Indian Company, 
bas with Candor and Ingenuity told us, Pag. 4 'That the Original 
of that Deſign of ſettling a Company of Commerce for Strangers as well 
as for Scatch-men was not from Scotland, nor from bence, but altrge- 
ther from foreign Parts ; which, as he there tells us, be had from good 
hands. ' So we have reaſon apon-bis Teſtimony to receive what ' he 
ſays, being ſo avowed a Patron of the Wiklom,Juſtice-and Equity 
of: the ſaid 44. However it will -not-be amils to: unlold a little 
more diſtinaly, what he hath only obſcurely ard briefly infinua- 
ted. In the doing whereof I mutt crave pardon for revealing a 
Secrct committed to me ina private Converfation, and the rather 
becauſe l have always valued my ſelf upon an inviolable Fidetiry 
wward all that have truſted me, and upon: a tenacious Rerentive- 
neſs and-ſteddy. Secrecy in reference to ſuch Things as have heen 

privately, and under the Notion of friendſhip conveyed to me. 
But where my Diſcretion has only. been confided in, but neither 
my Honour nor my. Con(cience have been engaged,. I do judg 
thar I not only, may, but that in Duty I ought co diſcloſe whac 

hath been, and- 1s contrived and machinated, in order to divide 
and ſeparate theſe 30. Kingdems, and thereby to weaken if not 
Min borh of them-; namely, Fhat' the Dutcl@being afraid that ei- 
mer through:che Prince of Orange's Death, or through King Fames's 
Reitanraticn, theſe Nations may be awakened to confider how 
they have been firſt deluded aud. misled, and then wronged ons 
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injared by the Hollanders ;, and thereupon may be provoked to de- 
. mand Reparation, and grow enraged to perſue Revenge, they 
have therefore ſtudied and concerted how to ſeparate the King- 
doms of Erglaxd and Sculand the one from the other : And have 
err lo far therein, 2s in either of the foregoing Caſes to 

ave allowance ior it from Wilam's Dutch Minions and Confidents, 
which is equivalent to the having it from himſelf. And accor. 
dingly thcy have treated with ſome of the Scotch Nation about it, 
whom they have not only gratified with Mony to make them pli- 
able, but have given them aſſurance, That there ſhall be 7hree o 
Four hundred thouſand Pound ready, to bribe and gain the chief and 
moſt leading Men of that Kingdom to comply with this Defign, at 
what time it may be ne2dful for the Dutch to have it pur in exe- 
eution, In purſnance whereof they have ſtarted the Projet of a 
Scatch Eaſt India Company, which that Nation had all the reaſon in 
the World to take hold of, and they will be thought not on!y kind 
but: juſt to themſelves in gaining this Grant and Conceflion from 
the Crown, for their comirg into the Intereſt of this Marx at a 
Seaſon when their adhering to their Rightful King, as was their 
Puty. to have done, would have made this Man's Title very un- 


certain and precarious, and would have rendered his Abode in, 


and Reign over thefe Kingcoms of a very ſhort Duration and 
Continuance. Nor will it eſcape the recommending the Wiklom 
of the Scots Nation to Pcftericy, That whilſt the Eng/iſh, who bave 
laviſhed away and waſted near 40 Millions Feri. upon their Dutch: 
King, have not obtaincd one Pencficial National 4# or Law in 
recompence of a!l that they have 1o fooliſhly and prodigally. be- 
Fowed for the ſupport of his Gurernment z the Scors, by taking. 
the Benefit of his foreign Inclinations and Aﬀections, have gained 
ſomething that may be uſeful to them and their Off-ſpring. It 
were high Preſumption in me to undertake to declare how far 
the Scots At is. directly calculated and adapted to the Prejudice 
of Ex2/and, ſecing that were to invade the Province, and to breaks. 
into the Rights of both Houſes of the Parliament of England, who- 
being extreamly ſenſible of, and having maturely weighed it, have 
not only the Integrity and Fortitude to repreſent it by a folemn; 
Addreſs to King William, but whe in they profound Wiſdom. are 
conſidering both how to obviate the Evils which that Law threat- 
ncth to the Traffick of the Kingdom, and how to ſettle the Trade: 


of the Nation upon fach a Foot and Bottom as may give Encous- 
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regements*to'it,, and make it reyive and flouriſh. I do know that 
all which the two Houſes are to expe from their Belgick King in 
anſwer ro their Addreſs is, That he was ſurpriſed into the paſting 
of the Scorch AF, which I hope all Men will believe he as- truly 
was, as he pretends to have been into the Maſſacre of Glenco, for 
the perpetration whereof he gave ſeveral poſitive and reicerated 
Orders : For Fides Belgics, and Fides Punica, are equivalent; and 
the Word of a Carthagenias Senator or General, and that of a Dutch 
Prince, are of the ſame alloy and ſtamp. But as the Scors are a 
wiſer Nation, having obtained- the pafling - of fuch a Law, rhan 
upon any Conſideration whatſoever to be prevailed upon to re- 
peal or to part with it, eicher to gratily King William, or to hu- 
mour and accommodate this Kingdom ; ſo no Man in the prefenc 
Circumſtances in which England is, will judge it the Intereſt of 
this Nation to quarrel with Scotland, or too much to rally and vex 
the Scots upon this Account. | Not but that there are many ways 
and means within the Circle and under the Power of the Parlia- 
ment of England, by which they may not only vent their Anger 
againſt rhole Engliſh that have ſubſcribed to the Scots Eaſt India 
Stock, but make Scotland it ſelf firſt unealy and then enraged. Bur 
as this were to ſpend their Reſentment and' Anger where they 
ought nor, feeing all their Indignation ought-in Juttice and Equicy 
eo tall ny where but upon Kenſagton and Holland ; fo it were to 
make themſelve2Todls in promoting the Deſign of ſeparating theſe 
wo Kingdoms, which the Dutch contrived this Act for the Eſta- 
bliſhmene of the forementioned Company as a Foundation of, and 
a Path unto. For ſhould they at Weſtminſter, as they eaſily may, 
make all thoſe Engliſh that have pur in their Shares into the Scots 
Stock pay quadruple Tax:s to the War, which they are upon Ways 
and Means to ſupport ; this would but make many wealthy and 
induſtrious Merchants to forſake England, and retreat to Scot- 
land, where they will be heartily welcomed, and eftectually pro- 
rected againſt all the Operation of ſuch a ſtingy Law. Qr ſhould 
the Parliament of England enjoyn thele Engliſh that have ſubſcribed 
to the Scots Stock to abandon and renounce their Memberſhip in 
that Company, this would not only entitle the Scors to ſo much Mony 
as was the Gons of theiggfirit PaYment,” which having already re- 
ceived, they are not fo filly as to refund ; but it would alſo occa- 
fron thoſe that have ventured {6 much in that Bottom rather to 
carry their whole Capizal atter ic, than to be both ſhut gut from 
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the Benefit of ſuch a Proportion of their own Eſtates, and likewiſe 
to! forfeit ſo much of their very Principal. Nor would the Par. 
hament of England att with leſs imprudence, and in greater in+ 
conſiſtency with their own Intereſt, ſhould they ſuffer themſelves 
to be provoked to turn the Payment of all the Scots Regiments in 
Flanders oft from the Engliſh Eftabliſhment, and caſt it upon the 
Scots as the equivalent of rhe Cuſtoms which They are excuſed from 
by the forementioned Statute; but which they would be obliged ta 
pay to the Government, were they to trade to Africa and the Ezff 
Indies upon the like bottom and terms which the Engl:ſh do. But 
as this were to enfeeble the Confederate Army, by robbing it of 
Seventeen thouſand as good Men as any it is conſtituted of, or elſe 
to neceſlitate England to hire and pay 1o many Foreigners in their 
room, which they cannot in that Method of aQting avoid doing 
towards the compleating of the Eighty ſeven thouſand forr hundred 
and forty Men, which the Houſe of Commons by their Vote of Decem« 
ber the 14th have declared neceſſary for the Year 1696. So ſuch a Pro. 
cedure of this Kingdom towards Scotland would enforce the Scots 
both to call home their Troops, and to _— them where Eng- 
lend will not find any Advantage in giving them Provocation as 
well as Occaſion to do it. So that in a Word, all the Anger that 
boileth in Engliſh Breaſts upon the Account of this Scorr Act ought 
to vent it felt upon the Dutch who gave the Advice, and upon our 
Belgick King who gave it the legiſlative Stamp, and ratified ir into 
an AR, by what he calis his Royal Authorry.

That be had been ill ſerved in Scotland, is all Cheat, pure Grs- 
mace, in that he has not in Evidence of his being impoſed upon 
and misled, turned our or laid aſide one of thoſe Mimiſters of State 
whom he would have this credulous Nation believe to have delu- 
ded him to it. Which were-ir true, as it no wiſe is, it ought not 
to vindicate him from being accountable. tor the wrong he hath” 
therein done to the Kingdom of England ; leeing he who drove 
away King Fames by a Preſident ot his own making, meerly for 
the Offences of that King's Miniſters, and which Miniſters he hag 
not only taken into his Friendſhip and Confidence, but made 
ſome of them the chief Superintendants of all his Aﬀairs, mult not 
think toSham the World off with Pretences that the Miniſters are 


only guilty, whilſt he is to be looked upon as one as innocent M 
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the Child unborn. Yea I will prefume to add, That whereas 
K. James was not by any Laws of the Kingdom reſponſable for 
the Tranſgreflions of his Counciltors and Oficers, but bis Perſon 
and Royal Dignity were in all Caſes to-remain Sacred and Safe,K.}P. 
is juſtly and legally Arraignable for all the Crimes of his Miniſters, 
as well as for his own ; and that both by his authorifing that un- 
juſt and barbarous Fa& of abdicating his Uncle and Father in 
Law, and alfo by virtue of the Stipulation, Contract and Term 
upon which he accepted the Crown. But if nothing elſe will 
ferve and conrent the Parliament of England, fave the making Re- 
priſals, and taking Revenge upon the Scots, for their eRabliſhe 
mg an Eaſt India Company with ſo many ample Privileges and 
Immunities, the way of doing it is open and eafy , without 
their committing any thing that the Scots can call unjuſt , or 
which they themſelves may either repent or be aſhamed of: 
namely, To grant unto their own trading Company eſpecially to- 
thoſe of Africa and the Eaſt Indies, fuch an Eſtabliſhment by Law, 
with caſe from Cuſtom and Impoſicions, at lealt with fuch an 
Abatement and Moderation of them as ceteris paribus may be an 
Equivalent to all the Privileges and Immunities in the Scots AF, 
and thereby diſcourage and cripple, if not ſtifle and ſmother rheir 
Undertaking. And i is a ſurpriſe to all thinking diſintereſted 
Men, that Trade being the Source and Fountain of the Wealth, 
Scrength and Populace of a Nation ; and that this Kingdom be- 
mg more adapted for it by its Situation, Harbours , and the Gee 
#ius of its People, than any other Country whatſoever, that yet 
it ſhould be 1ſo far from being encouraged in the way , man- 
ner and degrees-it ought, that the Trade of England is more Clog- 
ged, Loaded, and has greater Burthens laid upon it, than that of 
any other Nation. But if this Method of counteraQting che Scors 
Mould not be thought convenient, when the Kingdom is to be 
charged with ſo many and large Grants of Mony to the Govern- 
'ment for the upholding and carrying on the preſent War, there is 
Hill another way of obviating all the Evils we are apprehenſive of 
trom the Sorts AF, and from the old Eaſt India Company ; yea and 
nor only of detearing the Deſign of the Dutch, who were the flr{t 
and vnder-hand Advifersto-it, but of improving it into an Occa- 
tion of {trengehening, our ſelves. ro chaſtiſe the Hollanders, and to 
exact Reparacions from them for all the Injuries of one kind and 
#cXther Which they have done us ; And that is: the bringing 
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theſe two Kingdoms inte an Unios of Councils, Laws and Privi- 
leges of all Sorts, as they are already united under one Monarch, 
encompaſied by the fame Seas, Inhabitants upon one Iſland, and 
not diftering in Language farther than in rove and dialet. Which 
as it would be to the mutual Safety and Proſperity of both Na- 
tions, fo it is not to be queſtioned but that the Scors, in contidera- 
tion and acknowledgment of the Benefit that would accrue to 
them by an Incorporation with England, would chearfully ſurrender 
their late A&, and be as forward as we can wiſh to repeal jt. Nor 
would it be found fo difficult as ſome do imagine u, to cffe, 
compals and perfe&t fuch an Union upon Terms that both King: 
doms may think equal, could we on each ſide renounce national 
Piques, and give up little private Intereſts, in order to the ob- 
taining a general common Good. | | 

I am told that fome are ſo ignorant, and others ſo impudent, as 
ſay, That King Wiliaw in virtue of that Sovereign Power which 
that Kingdom hath granted him, may, by his own perſonal and 
immediate Authority, without the concurrence 'of a Parliament, 
or the Preſcription of a Law, impoſe upon Trade what Duty, 
Cuſtoms or Taxes he pleaſeth ; and this they alledg to ſtand veſted 
in him as a part of his Prerogative, by the Gift and Conceflion 
of an A&# of Parliament made in one of thoſe Seſſions when Laudey- 
dale was King Charles the Second's High Commiſſioner, To which I 
reply three Things: x. That ſuch a Suppoſfition were to pur all 
Traders of the Kingdom of Scotland into the ſtate and condition of 
Slaves, by making their whole Property acquirable by the way of 
Traffick to be under the protefion of no Law, but to be ſcilable 
and diſpoſable at the arbitrary Will and deſpotical Pleafure of the 
King ; which I think that Nation which juſtly boaſts it ſelf a free 
Kingdom, as much as any other whatloeyer, will not eaſily ac- 
quieſce in , and ſubmit unto from any King : But eſpecially 
not from one of their own making, who being as the Clay in 
their hands, of which they have made a Veſſel of Honour, they may 
either break it or mould ir again when the Humour takes them in- 
to a Veſſel of Diſhonour. 2. Whatſoever Prerogative this Man, un- 
der the Notion of being their King, may have as to the laying Im- 
poſitions upon Goods and Merchandiſe, where no Law doth pre- 
clude and bar him from doing it, and where the Conceflion, Li- 
berty and Right for them to- trade to ſuch and fuch Piaces, and 
in {uch and fuch Commodities, proceed and are devived mee:ly 
lu 
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from his perſonal Grant and Charter, which gives them all theit 
Title ſo to do; yer it is moſt abſurd to imagine that he can have 
any ſuch Prerogative or Power where a publick Law hath given 
them both a Right and Authority to trade, and an Immunity from 
all Impoſitions whatſoever in reference to fuch Places, and the 
Produdtions and Superfluities thereof ; and it is alſo Tyranny in 
him to challenge it. For by this means no Laws can be a Fence 
about Mens Eſtates and Properties, nor give them the Security 
which they both promiſe, and were made and enacted for the. en- 
ſaring to them. And for King William to claim and exerciſe fuch 
a Jurifdiion and Authority were to uſurp a diſpenſing Power thac 
is both infinitely worſe in it ſelf, and more fatal in its conſequen. 
ces, than that for which we ſo much blamed, and have hoftily 
treated King Fames : Seeing all rhe d:/penſing Power King James 
- Challenged was Only in reference to penal Laws, and thoſe alſo re. 
lative meerly to Religious Matters ; as to both which the King has 
a greater extent and laticude of Juriſdition inherent in him by 
reaſon of his Soyereign Power, than he hath in reference to other 
Laws. But ſhould King William take upon him to diſpenſe with the 
Ac we are ſpeaking of, it were to uſurp a diſpenſing Power both in 
reference to beneficial Laws, and thoſe made for the proteQtion of 
onr Civil Rights, Properties and Eſtates, which all Men who have 
common Senſe know to be more out of the verge and reach of 
Kings to ſupercede and controle, than thoſe are which refer to 
Fcet:ſiaſticat Officers, and which are likewiſe of a penal Nature. 
3. Should ic be admitted that by that A# of Lauderdale's Parlia- 
went an abſolute, unlimitted and deſporical Authority became 
veſted in King Charles, and ſtood conveyed to King Fames, in re- 
tation to this laying Taxes and Impoſitions on Trade ; yet no 
Power of this kind accrues by this A# to King William, in that it 
was complained of as one ot the Grievances which were preſented 
to him antecedently to his having the Crown conferred upon him, 
and whereof _—_ only was deraanded : But it was ſtipulated, 
and made a part of the Original Contra, betwixt the Kingdom of 
Scctland arid Him, That no tuch Power as Lauderdale's A impor- 
ted ſhould ever be claimed, or exerciſed over them.

Power. I might add, That there was nv Demiſe here, neicher by 
Death nor by Reſignation; and much teſs were there any veſted 
with a.Regal Power ot abdicacing, depoling, and driving away 
King James.

be laid for the Kading of him, -- the branding the Naticn 
with the juſt Impucation of the higheſt and moſt deteſtabte Trea- 
fon committed in the Abdicaticn of the King, and in the Choiſe 
and Exalcation of the Prince of Orange to his Throne. Seeing 
whatſoever illegal Acts ( which were not many, nor of any mena- 
cing Importance to the Kingdom ) the King might be misled and 
hurried into by treacheroas Councillors ; yer it is fo far trom be- 
ing plainly apparent that he deſigned to ſubvert the Conſtitution, that 
the contrary is demonſtratively evident ; and that no Prince ever 
bore greater regard to the Laws, Liberties and Proſperity of Erg- 
land than he did.

Nor needs there any more to ſhew that the Com 
ft#ution was in no danger of being rotally ſubverted by thoſe Mcahs 
and Overt Acts of Government, than that neither the noble Per- 
fon that went to- Rowe, nor thoſe that were conſticuced Popiſh 
Biſhops, nor any of chem .thar gave Advice for the diſpenſing 
Power, have been ſo much as arraigned, and much lcfs capitally 
pR_ as they would and deſerved to have been, it choſe Things 
been of a- dire and immediate Tendency to deſtroy totally 
the Conſtitution.
